Cincinati construction contractor Wil- 
liam Cargile is a longtime Republican, 
who supported Governor George 
Voinovich and whose attorney is 
Republican. Senate President Stanley 
Aronoff. But that has not stopped Cargile 
from filing a suit challenging the legality 
of the governor's September, 1991 
decision to allow Asian Indians to be cer- 
tified as minority businesses. Particularly 
since it was that decision which may have 
resulted in his loss of a $2.2 million con- 


tract at a University of Cincinnati parking _ 


garage in 1992. 

It was that decision-by the Equal Op- 
portunity-Genter- which was ruled ‘illegal 
and unconstitutional by Ohio Attorney 
General Lee Fisher recently. 

Fisher's ruling found that the legisla- 
ture had notintended to incorporate Asian 
Indians into the law because, when the 
Celeste administration had previously 
tried to pass a rule change adding Asian 
Indians to the groups covered by the 
statute, the Joint Committee on Agency 
Rule Review had found the rule violated 
legislative intent. 

The attorney general ‘also found that 
there had been no evidence of dis- 
crimination in the economic marketplace 
against Asian Indians presented to the 
legislature -- a critical aspect of the law, 
since governmental bodies seeking to 
create set-aside programs must 
demonstrate that the groups they are in- 
cluding have been previously victimized 
by discrimination in the jurisdiction 
covered by the statute 

The Ohio Department of Administra- 
tive Services, which houses the EOC, has 
said that it will abide by the ruling. In 
addition to rejecting the certification ap- 
plication of businesses owned by Asian 
Indians, DAS has said that it would begin 
the process of decertifying those Asian 
Indian firms which have already gotten 
into the program. 

Cargile was pleased by the ruling 

“When House Bill 584 (the minority 
set-aside statute) was established, quite 
a few minority contractors participated (in 
the hearings). (But) Asian Indians were 
not included," Cargile said. “We don't 
think anybody has a right to come into the 
program unless they show there's been 
discrimination." 

Cargile originally sued the administra- 
tion in June, 1992 on a parking garage at 
the University of Cincinnati. which had 
been set aside. Cargile’s construction 
company, which had previously for 
several years been a member of the 
Black Enterprise top 100 Black-owned 
businesses in the nation, lost out on the 
$2.2 million project to a joint venture led 
by DAG Construction, a company owned 
by Dale White, an Asian Indian who was 
a former employee of Cargile. 

Cargile charged that the contract had 
been improperly awarded to White's firm 
bocause he was not properly certified as 
a minority company. 

Cargile dismissed his original suit in 


July, 1992. But he féfiled his sult on duly. n 


27 of this year 
Under“Ohio's law, five percent of all 
construction contracts, and 15 percent of 


~all contracts for goods and services, must 


be set aside for bidding solely by certified 
minority businesses. Those business 
must be owned by "Blacks, Hispanics, 
American Indians and Orientals," accord- 
ing to the law. 

State records show that firms owned 
by Asian Indians had received more than 
$5 million since 1991, although not all of

Husband told jury 
wife was suicidal

The husband of Deborah Sheridan 
told a courtroom filled with family and 
friends his. wife committed suicide and 
that he didn't call police because he was 
in a state of disbelief 

The,week-long trail concluded with the 
testimony of Solomon Sheridan who was 
charged for the 1993 New Year's Day 
fatal stabbing of his 33-year-old wife in 
the basement of their 3132 Lake Drive 
home. He was also charged with one 
count of tampering with evidence. 

The verdict had not been reached by

Mr. Sheridan, during a heated cross- 
examination, said that while their.children 
were outside playing football, hé and his 
wife had gotten into an argument over

Mr. Sheridan testified he went home, 
removed the two-foot iron rod from Mrs 
Sheridan's neck, placed shoes on her 
feet, covered her with a coat, placed her 
in the back seat of their 1987 four-door 
Plymouth Sundance, -drove away "to

Black Caucus Leads Anti-Poverty Budget Fight 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Mem- 
bers of the Congressional Black 
Caucus (CBC) are leading the 
legislative fight to save President 
Bill Clinton's anti-poverty budget in- 
tiatives 

In fact, they may be fighting har- 
der than Clinton himself. In a letter 
to the president recently, the CBC 
in effect threatened Clinton to stand 
by his own anti-poverty initiatives if 
he wanted votes of the 39 caucus 
members for the rest of his budget 
plan 

The letter labeled several anti- 
poverty proposals as "non-nego- 
liable.” The President is coming 
under heavy pressure from 
republicans and conservative 
democrats to abandon at least 
some of his.anti-poverty proposals 
The president's package totals 
$41.5 billion and includes money for 
reform of the food stamp program, 
tax breaks for low-income people 
and spending for urban enterprise 
zones. 

When asked if the Black caucus 
was trying to hold the president's 
budget "hostage" to its demands,

We share 
together and pray together,” Ruby 
explains The agency also 
provides a good deal of support and 
monthly training for treatment foster 
“parents. eae = ate

Surprisingly, infants and toddlers 
wait longest for foster families 
Today, very young children make up 
the majority of children needing 
placement. While not in the 
majority, teenagers also wait along 
time for the love, support and 
stability of a foster family. 

Families interested in providing 
temporary, foster care must meet 
basic age, income and health re- 
quirements. Foster parents must 
be atleast 21 years of age, in good 
health and have a stable income 
Foster parents don't have to be rich 
or own their own homes and can be 
married or single 

All foster and adoptive families 
complete the agency's orientation 
and preparation course prior to 
being licensed: FCCS reimburses 
families for the cost of having foster 
children in their homes. Families 
working through specialized foster 
care programs, such as Treatment 
Foster Care, are reimbursed at a 
higher rate ($45.00 - $50.00 based 
on the age of the child): Children's 
medical-and dental. expenses. are 
also covered by the agency.

vendetta with Bill Moss resulted in Moss' one-day 
incarceration in the wake of his refusal to pay a 
judgment against the CEA -- a group of Black 
teachers publicly attacked the CEA as being un- 
representative of many of their concerns.

wo images from Somalia 

have been seared into our 

memories in recent months. 
The first is that of starving Somalians, 
as they held out their hands and im- 
plored for help with their silent, 
sunken eyes. The second is that of 
-civillans sprawled dead on the 
streets, killed by United Nations gun- 
fire. 


Between these two images is a third: The arrival of 
American troops promising to bring food and peace, 
bristling with so much hope that the mission itself was 
proclaimed to the world as Operation Restore Hope. 

What troubles me is that the third image, America’s 
military intervention in Somalia, is what linked the first 
image to the second. As an African-American | am 
particularly troubled -- indeed anguished -- ‘by the 
spectacle of United Nations troops, as part of a U.S. 
supported operation, shooting and killing unarmed 
Atrican civilians and of American warplanes bombing 
in ways that are certain, despite the best intentions and 
precautions, to wound and kill more Africans. Would 
the U.N, have ever killed Somalians had America not 
wrapped Itself around the whole operation? | think not. 

The killing of Africans-in Somalia is partly America’s 
fault. Thus there must be a lesson for us in this. It is 
that America must become much more cautious and 
much more reluctant than it has been in getting militarily 
involved overseas. In the Cold War, obviously, it was 
easy to get.involved and just as easy to justify it -- and 
to justify the casualties and pain. At almost every dot 
on the globe we were potentially standing up to a 
deadly Soviet enemy. “was glad and proud that we did 
so. And | understand that what then was at risk was 
American security. 

With the Cold War over, we must realize as we did 
for most of our history, that we simply do not know 
enough about remote reaches of the world to send 
American troops or support the involvement of other

Our 
mission to Somalia was not conceived in evil. Nor was 
it executed with anything but the kind of profes- 
sionalism that makes Americans proud of our military. 

The problem was that our mission was conceived in 
ignorance, unavoidable ignorance. Our government 
did not -- and could not -- know enough about Somalia 
to intervene effectively. | do not pretend to know 
enough, Butitis clear to me that we are bound to make 
tragic mistake when we land our troops from our 
shores, pick sides, favor one violent warlord over 
another, attempt to mediate internal politics whose 
dynamics stretch back centuries, and pretend to know 
enough to separate the good guys from the bad. 

In retrospect the U.S. military mission-to-Somalia 
was a serious mistake. It was, first of all, a mistake 
because African civilians suffer enough violence as it 
is, struggling every day ta live with some dignity under 
what may be the world’s harshest conditions, without 
the U.S:.and U.N. adding to the violence and killing. 
And it was a mistake, because we took lives and risked 
lives when no American interest was at stake, Let's not 
make these kinds of mistakes again. If we want to help 
Africans and others overseas, we must do so without 
killing them in the process. 

The world looks to America for moral leadership. 
Consequently, we have a moral obligation to promote 
the values that have made us the moral beacon of the 
world: but our first obligation is to advance these values 
directly for the sake of our own citizenry. American lives 
should be committed stingily. Considering that the 
Soviet Union has collapsed, our foreign military en- 
tanglements must be directly connected to the National 
Security of our country. In Somalia, this was not the 
case,

W hile Clinton received 82 percent of the 
black vote on election day, his negligence 
on the’Lani Guinier nomination, fli-flop an 
asylum for Haitian refuges, and his agreement to place 
caps” on some entitlement spending has fueled a 
virtual revolt by the Congressional Black Caueus. The 
CBC twice has refused to meet with the President in 
recent weeks, Infuriated by Clinton’s handling of 
Professor Guinier, Rep. Craig Washington (D-Texas), 
a CBC member, scolded Presdient Clinton, "Don't 
come counting our votes from now on." 


Concerns about Clinton, however, extend beyond 
the CBC's 38 liberal, elite members. The President's 
agenda also seems to have overlooked most of us 
mainstream black Americans who are busy trying toe 
improve obrtives, families and communities. So-far-his: 
legislative program offers us little reason for hope. 

Creating solid, private-sector jobs in the innerécity, 
where many of us live, requires private-sector invest- 
ment.

The erosion of the family is ancther ill facing many 
black Americans, Some 60 percent of black children 
are born out of wedlock, and many are raised without 
fathers. Psychologists cite the dearth of male role 
models and the absence of discipline and love they 
would provide as chief causes of the nihilism and 
criminality which a visible minority of young black men 
exhibit, Surely Clinton's plan encourages black couples 
to settle down with in the confines of matrimony? 

Wrong. Clinton's retooling of the tax system has left 
the so-called marriage penalty intact. According to the 


Wall Street Journal , a couple earning $12,00 each with 
hopes for thee kids would pay $2,744 in taxes if they 
get married, but earn refunds of $831.00 if they remain 
single. Thus the total tax burden of marriage for this 
couple is $3,575 or about 15 percent of their income, 
Why, not just shack up? Of course, doing do makes it 
easier for dad to walk away from such an informal union 
and turns his kids into socioeconomic statistics. 

Clinton's proposal to offer the Earned Income Tax 
Credit (EITC) ta singe people has a similar effect. A 
poor couple earning $15,000 would not be eligible for 
the EITC which is capped at $9,000 of household 
income.

Included are 
handwritten Sunday school les- 
sons, photographs, 19th century 
religious books, and an ojl.lamp that 
once provided the chapel's il- 
lumination. Wooden pews and a 
"mourners’ bench," reproduction of 
the originals, occupy the front of the 
church. The mourner’s bench, 
which was usually located directly 
under the gaze of the minister, was 
reserved for young people. Accord- 
ing to tour guide Alease Gant, those 
who “felt the spirit move them" were 
excused from the bench while the 
rest were encouraged to pray har- 
der. 

The Little England Chapel joins 
Hampton's already impressive list 
of ethnic tour sites, including the 
Booker T. Washington Memorial 
Statue and Garden, the world 
renowned Hampton University 
Museum, and Fort Monroe, nick- 
named "Freedom's Fortress" by the 
slaves who escaped to its 


sanctuary during the Civil War 
These and other attractions are fea 
tured in Hampton's African- 
American Heritage brochure.

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In African Americans, it may be 
diet and lifestyles--not genetics-- 
that plays the most significant role 
in the onset of diabetes, a prelimi- 
nary study indicates. 

Scientists have long known that 
an interaction of diet, lifestyles and 
family history combine to increase 
a person's risk of developing 
diabetes, a disease characterized 
by abnormally high levels of 
glucose in the blood. 

But now a new study comparing 
glucose”and insulin levels of 
American Blacks and native 
Atricans suggests that genetics 
may not be as important as diet and 
lifestyles in predicting who may 
develop diabetes. 

"To move into the western world 
seems to bring along a higher sus- 
ceptibility to diabetes among 
Blacks,” said Kwame Osei, an as- 
sociate professor of internal 
medicine at Ohio State University. 
Ina study presented at the 
American Federation of Clinical Re-

Lifestyles significant factor in diabetes for African Americans 


search recently, Osei found that 
even healthy African Americans 
with no family history of diabetes 
have high levels of insulin in their 
bloodstreams--a telltale sign of a 
type of diabetes that is rooted in the 
body's resistance to insulin. 

Many people think. of diabetes as 
being caused’by a shortage of in- 
sulin, the hormone that allows 
glucose to enter cells. But Type 2 
or “insulin independent,’ diabetes is 
triggered by the body's increasing 
resistance to insulin. 

"The body of a Type 2 diabetes 
may respond by secreting huge 
amounts of the hormone to ac- 
complish at a cellular Jevel what 
was done with, perhaps, one-third 
of the amount," Osei said 

High levels of insulin are a com- 
mon occurrence, then, among Type 
2 diabetics and even, sometimes, 
among thelr family members. But 
what Osei found was not expected- 
-high levels even among healthy 
Blacks with no family history. 


Type 2.diabetes is the third lead- 
ing cause of death by disease for 
African Americans. While the high 
prevalence of diabetes is usually 
linked to Black's high rates of 
obesity (about 35 percent of 
American Blacks over 30 are 
obese), scientists have long 
wondered what role diet, lifestyle, 


~ and genetics play. 


To find out, Osei compared the 
insulin and glucose blood levels of 
African Americans and native west 
Africans. “because many African 
Americans are descendants of 
slaves and because most slaves 
came from the western coast of 
Africa, we believe these popula- 
tions share a good deal of genetic 
information," Osei said, 

When he measured their insulin 
and glucose levels and conducted 
standard. glucose tolerance tests 
(which monitor the body's response 
at an influx of glucose), Osei found 
that the two populations had very 
different responses 


Stroke can be virtually 
eliminated by year 2000 


Do you have a friend or relative 
who. has hada stroke? As America’s 
third leading cause of death and 
major cause of disability in adults, 
stroke has affected millions of lives. 
The -possibility-that-80-percent_of 
stroke may be’eliminated within the . 
next five years, according to ‘a 
recent report of the National Ad- 
visory Council of the National ‘In- 
Stitute of Neurological Disorders 
and Stroke of the National Institutes 
of Health, brings hope to victims, 
their friends and families. ; 

This promise is one in a series of 
proclamations being made by lead- 
ing neuroscientists. Last month, 
Nobel Laureate Jim Watson and 
sixty top neuroscientists declared 
that by the end of the decade, effec- 
tive new treatments can be found 
for Alzheimer's. disease, "multiple 
sclerosis, Parkinson’s disease, 
multiple sclerosis, Parkinson's dis- 
ease, epilepsy, Huntington's dis- 
ease, brain and spinal cord injuries, 
and chronic pain 

“What's so impressive is the 
pace of the science," says W. Max- 
well Cowan, M.D., Ph.D., and chief 
scientist at the Howard Hughes 
Medical |nstitute. "We were confi- 
dent that the gene for Huntington's 
would be found within a couple of 
years -- but not as soon as this. The 
other dramatic finding has been the 
gene for ALS (Lou Gehrig's dis- 
ease). And we're in striking distance 
of finding the gene for familial 
Alzheimer's disease." 

Identification of the genes 
responsible for these diseases is 
the first step in developing treat- 
ments to eliminate them. The 
regrowth of brain and spinal cord 
cells is another revolutionary scien 
tific advance, historically con 
sidered impossible, which will soon 
lead to new treatments for 
neurological diseases and injuries 

"By the end of the decade, we'll 
have achieved the first practical 
steps: regenerating cells to foster 
brain repair and promoting the 
release of neuronal growth factors 
in areas of injury," says Fred Plum, 
M.D., chair of neurology at New 
York Hospital Cornell Medical Gen- 
ter. ‘ 

More than 50 million Americans 
suffer from neurological disorders 
at an annual cost of $400 billion 
This is one out of every $7 spent on 
health care. If direct and indiréct 
costs are included, these disorders 
ect The Country over $1 billion daily 
New treatments and cures for 
neurological disorders will lead to 
huge savings in health care costs 

Instead of increasing financial 
support for neurological research 
the federal government has recom- 
mended a cut in next year's budget 

Given the incredible advances 
nm Neuroscience, and the potential 
these advances have to save lives 
and money, it's outrageous not to 
nerease funding for neurological 
research," says Arthur Ullian, legis- 
lative chair of the National Coalition 
for Research in Neurological Disor- 
ders

His study involved for groups. 
There were 18 healthy African 
Americans who were related to 
diabetes and a healthy group of 
their peers who had no family his- 
tory of diabetes; and there were 20 
healthy Nigerians who were related 
to diabetes and a healthy group of 
their peers who had no history of 
diabetes = 

in general, African Americans 
are heavier than Africans. In his 
study, Osei found that the 
prevalence of obesity in his 
American subjects was almost four 
times that of the African subjects. 


- To measure his subjects’ ability 
to maintain normal glucose levels, 
Osei took several blood samples. 
he took “baseline” glucose and in- 
sulin measurements after his sub- 


jects had fasted for at least ten 


hours. Among subjects with a family 
history of diabetes, he found that 
insulin levels in the African 
Americans were almost three times 
those of native Africans. 

He also conducted a standard 
glucose tolerance test that is used 
to monitor the body's ability to main- 
tain normal glucose levels, After in- 
jetting his subjects with glucose, he 
recorded the levels of insulin in the 
he blood over a three-hour period. 

“We found that, regardless of 
family history for diabetes, the 
levels of insulin in Americans were 


consistently two to three times 
higher than the levels in Africans,” 
Osei said. 

This surprising result has led 
Osei to wonder if other populations 
who share high rates of diabetes 
and of obesity rnay also have high 
insulin levels. 

"We'd like to see what occurs in 
other minority migrants ,and in- 
digenous people--American 
Samoans, fore example. In the last 
50 to 100 years, many such 
minorities have adopted affluent 
Western lifestyles that are very dif- 
ferent from their own traditions. Un- 
fortunately, this has resulted in vert 
high rates of diabetes."

A fatal disease has struck our age and 
wreaked havoc of titanic proportions on 
the American people. The best of 
"physicians* have diagnosed it as the 
"zeitgeist" (the spirit of the age). It has 
three main symptoms: racism, militarism, 
and materialism 

In general, this threesome has left 
America with a chronic case of anemia of 
the will due to schizophrenia. Her great 
documents fashioned by her founding 
fathers nobly declare one thing while her 
historic deeds weakly perform another 
Black Americans suffer disproportionate- 
ly from the results of this schizophrenia.

Moreover, 
she has had to hide from herself and 
others the murder of bodies, souls, and 
the history of blacks and to be safe, the 
entire country has had to share in the

"Black" does not here refer to only the 
African in the context of American history, 
but is an category of reality which in- 
cludes all those who live out of the “un- 
derside of history." 

Furthermore, America is in denial both 
in her secular and religious orders of life 
There are many facets of historic or con- 
temporary American life that | could draw 
uporto—Hustrate-denial-inthe-secular 
order; however, | shall look at the denial

Cobbs and Grier concede that a 
great many problems of black 
people in America can be traced 
back to the widespread crumbling of 
the family structure, Accordingly, 
they say, Daniel Moynihan’s report 
on the Negro family's great 
problems are inaccurate. He 
describes the central reasons for its 
disintegration as the attack on the 
husband’s manhood, urbanization, 
and poverty. 

Cobbs and Grier, however, 
believe the primary problem lies in 
America’s denial. They say the 
primary function of the family is the 
protection of its members, "To sub- 
vert the primacy of this function and 
to own no knowledge of the effects 
of such denial is either a first class 
decéption or lie of-the first mag- 
nitude. They conclude that the black 
family is in trouble because it cannot 
provide protection for ifs members 

Institutional structures of the na- 
tion and the nation itself sets its 
hand against black people and by 
the strength of its wealth, size, and 
number prevents the black family 
from protecting its members. They 
end by saying that practices that 
paralyze the protection function 
must end: officials must serve and 
not humiliate, police must protect, 


not prey upon, and the law must 
serve justice and not occupy itself 
with policies that keep black 
families huddled together in ghettos 
for the enrichment of real estate 
interests 

Not only is America in denial in 
her secular order, but also in her 
religious dimension, Many chur- 
ches today (and otherwise well 
meaning persons) claim to admire 
and love the work of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr.; however, the 
causes for which he taught are not 
actively pursued daily by the church 
community. 

Moreover,.many churches of our 
time are preoccupied with 
prosperity (materialism) and some- 
how equate such prosperity as 
God's approval. The God of the 
1960s proclaimed "let justice roll 
down like waters and righteousness 
as a mighty stream." Since the 
problems of the 1960s remain (and 
have intensified) and the same God 
is yet here, it follows that the church 
has denied the claim of God and 
failed to proclaim a vision of social 
justice. This in light of the 
singlemost important problem of our 
day; i.e., the survival of the nation. 
That problem is racism!

Ever been stopped dead in. your tracks later 
in your life by questions or insights that hit you 
right between the eyes at some point earlier in 
your life--questions that you somehow never 
found answers to, insights that you didn't fully 
understand at the time they were presented? 

Often the first response to the mental toil of 
these moments--earlier or later--is to put the 
questions out of your mind. You can't function 
well with heavy questions hanging over your 
head day in and day out, anyway. 

For just as we humans have inquiring minds, 
we also have a need to have answers to the 
puzzles we confront. Answers--partial or com- 
plete--make sleeping easier and action simpler. 
Most truths we accept are seldom full truths 
anyway. History will bear me out on that point. 

So, here is a question that recently jumped 
to my mind's foreground from my days in the 
early 70s as a Student out at Washington 


University in St. Louis, Missouri. This one had. 


nothing to do with the flooding there these days, 

An administrator in student services asked a 
black student leader who had been driving a 
hard bargain about why black students on cam- 
pus should have this or that that we weren't 
getting: "how long do we haveto- pay-for 
slavery?" F ; 

Obviously, the student leader was basing his 
demand for changes in our campus circumstan- 
ces on the "déeprivations of slavery" that had left 
their mark on many a generation of African 
American. |t was popular in the late ‘60s and 
early ‘70s to take "the deprivations of slavery" 
argument, Often, it worked and that's what mat- 
tered. 

The question the administrator asked was 
not answered by the student leader to which it 
was addressed and neither was it answered by 
me or my fellow students who were also caught 
up in the victories the "deprivations of slavery" 
argument might have been responsible for in 
our individual or collective circumstances. 

So what, you ask, brought the question-- 
"how long do we have to pay for slavery?"--up 
again? 

Recent surveys of younger whites--especial- 
ly white males--show that they hate blacks more 
than do their parents, And one of the reasons 
they hate blacks is because they think of blacks 
as enjoying “most favored" status. They also 
see their prospects for their future shrinking in 
some proportion to their perceptions of the op- 
portunities that their black counterparts are 
receiving. 

We could argue until the cows come home 
that the collective share of the American dream 
in which blacks have been able to participate 
has been miniscule. For example, African 
Americans own no more than one of at least 
one thousand multi-billion dollar companies, 
(Not that we can’t own more.) We don't own 
large blocks of real estate and all the ancillary 
markets and services that go with that owner- 
ship. (Again, not to say we couldn't) 

What is happening, it seems, is that a seg- 
ment of the white population is being fed the 
myopic view that only the portion of the 
American dream that has been “set aside" for 
blacks is the stuff on which their own dreams 
should be based. Nothing can be farther from 
the truth. But we aren't talking about the truth, 
are we? 

Not too long ago, a reparations movement 
was being hotly debated. Although some dis- 
cussions are still going on about the aggregate 
damage slavery and deprivation has done to 
Africans who were forced off the continent as 
well as those that stayed, we don't hear quite 
as much about it these days. 

A figure | heard once was that it would cost 
something on the order of $750 billion--three 
quarters of a trillion dollars--to adequately com- 
pensate all Africans for the deprivation. of 
slavery. A dean of a historically black college 

If the reparations movement has lost its 
steam, it's probably because nobody knows 
precisely where the money will come from to 
pay for the damages being discussed. And 
then; if $750 billion is indeed enough, how do 
you account for it getting into the hands of those 
who have been affected by slavery and dis- 
crimination the most? 

But those are the questions that go with the 
administrator's question raised earlier, And 
when it comies down to it: is $750 billion really 
ertough? Or do we need another argument 
once that case has been made? 

Similarly, what kind of credit would be given 
for dollars that -have-already been spent in 
compensation? And how do you measure 
them? 

| would love to see a level pla ing field in our 
marketplace of opportunities. That's one way 
we reduce recriminations and:all sorts of inac- 
curate accuastions in the first place. Young 
white males do have a lot to worry’about, as do 
most young people these days. How much 
blacks get "compensated" for discrimination 
should not be their foremost concern. | am 
convinced of that.

The conference, sponsored by 
Abbott Laboratories, is being held 
at the Hyatt Hotel in Deerfield, Ill., 
north of Chicago. 

At this second national con- 
ference, engineering ‘and human 
resources executives of Fortune 
250 companies and members of 
the Council of Seen Deans 
of the Historically Black Colleges 
and Universities (HBCUs) will work 
together to develop programs that 
help minorities pursue and suc- 
ceed in engineering careers, 

Minorities are under- 
represented in the engineering 
profes$ion--a field traditionally 
dominated by white males, Cur- 


rently, less than four percent of 
professional engineers in the 
United States are African- 
Americans and less than three per- 
cent are Hispanics, according to 
the U.S, Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

In the future, changing 
demographics in the American 
work force are expected to require 
more women and minorities who 
have the education, technical 
background, and work experience 
to fill engineering positions. 

At the first conference a year 
ago, the HBCU engineering deans 
and representatives of 55 of the 
largest U.S, corporations launched 
a number of efforts, including 
partnerships with the HBCUs, 
which graduate nearly 30 percent 
of minority engineers each year. 
Participants agreed that efforts to 
reach fulure engineers must start 
before students enter college and 
continue through the students’ col- 
lege years and critical first years on 
the job.

Because healthy communities

These two divisions have a.com- 
bined annual budget of $242 million 
dollars and 180 employees. In ad- 
dition, OHFA, on average, issues 
$250 million dollars of mortgage 
revenue bonds a year to construct 
primarily single-family homes-and 
some multi-family housing

In order to better assist the 
Department and our community ac- 
tion agency grantees deliver ser- 
vices, CDD has developed and 
implemented a new Community Ac- 
tion Agency Assessment process. 

This new system relies on more 
than just audits to make decisions 
on the financial well-being of an 
agency, Our CDD staff uses a team 
approach to review programs and 
fiscal reports to evaluate the agen- 
cy. The community action agencies 


also complete a self-evaluation, 
This enables COD and agencies to 
target their staff and resources in 
addressing the most critical issues 
confronting our customers 

The Home Energy Assistance 
Program, through a new on-line ap- 
plication screening process, has 
saved $50,000 this year in-ad- 
ministrative costs, When in full im- 
plementation, the savings shoutd 
increase to $150,000 annually. In 
addition to dollar savings, the new 
method improves service to our 
customers by decreasing the time 
between our receiving an applica- 
tion and notifying an eligible ap~ 
plicamt 

We are perfecting a new applica- 
tion and funding process for all non- 
profit sponsored development 
projects through the Non-Profit 


. Housing Development Funding 


System. This central application 
system has helped the department 
coordinate nine’ separate housing 
programs and provide “one-stop” 
shopping for our non-profit cus- 
tomers, the success of this ap- 
proach has gained attention from 
other states and has been featured 
at several national forums. 

this year, we have been very 
successful with our Emergency 
Shelter Grant program, Not only 
have Ohio shelters received $3.8 
million in federal allocated dollars, 
but our office has attracted federal 
competitive grants, helping Ohio 
Organizations provide assistance 
to homeless families making the 
transition lo permanent housing, as 
well as providing housing for people 
affected with AIDS. 


Celebrating its 10th anniversary 
this year, the Ohio Housing Finance 
Agency is continuing to work hard 
to provide affordable housing for 
Ohioans, Since its inception in 
19B3, the agency has assisted 
more than 64,000 low- and 
moderate-income Ohioans pur- 
chase homes and has provided 
over $3 billion in mortgage revenue 
bonds 

OHFA also recently established 
a new Downpayment Assistance 
Program (DAP), the DAP provides 
downpayment and closing cost as- 
sistance to low- to _moderate-in- 
come first-time homebuyers. OHFA 
is also. coordinating its DAP pro- 
gram with local banks’ programs to 
provide the greatest amount of 
financial assistance of homeowner- 
ship costs

A college. preparatory cur-

For many minority students the

and loans are very often not dis- 
cussed when Students are decid- 
ing whether or not to take "college 
prep." 

It is in junior high school when 
minority students must begin to 
see a correlation between life ex- 
periences and education, Our stu- 
dents must see how their chances 
for employment opportunities will 
increase with training with training 
and education beyond high school 
We must show our students that 
their best weapon against racism 
and discrimination is education. 

A crisis often forces us to look 
for new solutions and answers to 
situations, A crisis is upon us in the 
minority community, We must find 
out why or young men and women 
are not enrolling in our colleges 
and universities. We have to find 
out why there are more young 
Black males in prison than in col- 
lege. Who will become our future 
doctors, lawyers, engineers, car- 
penters, artists, etc:? 


Career management for junior 
high school students is an invest- 
ment for the minority community. 
Career management is merely 
the ability to plan and invest in 
one's future. When | meet with 
junior high school students, | try to 
get them to think about the term 
career-management,_| tell them 
that jobs come and go, carkers 
may change, divorces.happen and 
job terminations strike often 
without warning, but when these 
things occur, there are stegs they 
can take now to emerge success- 
fully ftom such experiences 

The following strategies and 
recommendations are based on a 
proposed model for early outreach 
efforts at The Ohio State University 
at Newark. The program focuses 
on career management, career ex- 
ploration, developing leadership 
skilis and positive self-esteem. The 
program will allow students in 
grade six through eight.an oppor: 
(unity to discover educational op- 
tions beyond high schaol and how 
to be prepared for these options. 


The components of career 
management include 1) skills as- 
sessment and goal setting 2) 
resume writing 3) job hunting skills 
and 4) interviewing. Each com- 
ponent provides minority students 
a@ more realistic insight into the 
world of work. By providing the stu- 
dents with practical skills at an 
early age, werare giving them the 
resources they will need in order to 
compete in today's society.

If a student knows he or 
she needs a strong background in 
math for a particular career the stu 
dent can begin to prepare for that 
career by taking math courses as 
a freshman in high school, A stu- 
dent who is interested in becoming 
a doctor will know what kind of 
science courses he.or she will need 
to take in high school as well as 
college 


The Skills Assessment/Goal 
setting allows students. to identify 
the areas they are most likely to 
pursue. It gives many students the 
opportunity to set goals that are 
more realistic. Even those students 
who indicate professional sports 
as the job they would like to have, 
must realize the day will come 
when they. will. nolonger be ableto 
play sports
